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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17 and 19-21 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
closest prior art of record Ohran , teaches keeping a map identifying storage location 
that have new data written in them at a certain time and tracking changes between that 
time and a future time to identify data to be transferred to the backup storage, however 
it fails to teach that after determining that an of an object is not stored in a permanent 
lock and that a different process is not archiving the object then allowing access to the 
object, these limitations being indicated in claims 1, 8 and 15 as "upon determining that 
the ID is not stored in the permanent lock object and that another process is not 
archiving the data object to the second storage location, granting access to the data 
object".
